While  in  New  York  he  joined  the  Y.rashington  Gray  (Horse  Artillery  originated  in 
1852  as  yrd  Battery,which  combined  with  the  artillery  unit  of  the  11th  Regiment  in 
1847  to  become  the  3th  Regiment.  Unofficial  Designation, "Washington  Grays" was 
retained, according  to  David  F.  Johnson  in  "Uniform  Buttons" ,Vol.  I)  He  was  elected 
captain  of  Co.  E,8th  Regiment, 2nd  Brigade, Conn.

"went  away  to  tho  Dutch"  with  most  of  her  estate.  Robert  Stanton  and  his  wife  were 
witnesses  to  tho  Quaker  marriage  of  Herodins  and  George  Gardiner.  In  1653  she 
went  "with  her  babe  at  her  breast"  fron  Newport  to  Woynouth  tc  give  religious  test¬ 
imony.  Tho  result  was  her  renoval  to  Boston  and  Gov,  Endicott's  sentencing  her  and 
her  companion,  Mary  Stanton,  to  be  whipped  with  ten  lashes.  She  was  then  inprison- 
od  for  14  days.

If  it  bo  not  too  laite  for  ne,  to  provide  nyself 
with  cattell  and  shiping,  I  doe  porpose  to  goe  with  you,  and  all  ny  conpany,  if 
please  God  to  permit  us  life  and  health.  I  have  sente  to  ny  sonne  and  to  Mathowe 
Harrison,  to  by  for  ne  six  coues,  and  three  nayers,  and  a  horse:  soe,  I  beseech 
you,  giue  then  directions  to  take  the  beste  coures  for  ne  that  you  think  fit  to 
be  done,  hoping  that  you  will  do  the  beste  that  you  can  to  furdere  ny  jurny.  Fur- 
dor,  I  would  desire  you  to  giuo  ne  directions  what  household  I  shall  take  with  ne , 
and  for  how  longo  we  shal  bevittle  us,  and  what  day  we  shall  set  forwardes  fron 
London;  but  as  for  ourselfes,  wo  wilbe  at  Stratford  the  lasts  weke  in  February; 
and  thus  with  ny  loue  and  surius  renenbred,  in  haiste,  I  rests,  coniting  you  unto 
the  Alnighty,  Your  assured  frend  to  connande ,  Ro;  Parke" 

They  sailed  fron  Cowes,  Isle  of  Wight,  on  the  "Arabella",  one  of  the  Winthrop 

Fleet,  Mar.  29,  1630,  reached  Salen  June  12,  3oston  June  17.  During  the  voyage 

Robert  served  as  secretary  to  Gov.  Winthrop,  according  to  Rev.  Paul  Parke  writing 

in  1763.  He  went  to  Roxbury,  then  in  1639  with  his  son  Thonas  to  Wethersfield, 

Conn.,  where  he  was  deputy  tc  the  General  Court,  l64l-2.  Robert  went  to  Now  London 

in  1649  and  stayed  for  six  years.  His  new  barn,  which  stood  at  the  corner  of  Kenp- 

stead  and  Granite  Streets,  waa  used  as  the  first  house  of  worship.  People  were 

called  to  servico  by  a  drun  beat.
